Former Dean 
Retires Dec. 31 
Due to Health 

Dr. A. Gordon Slonaker, dean 
of the college since July, 1973, 
retired effective last Dec. 31, 
upon the recommendations of 
his physician and family. 

In accepting his resignation, 
Dr. Gene Budig, president of 
West Virginia University called 
him “an outstanding dean, 
under whose leadership the 
college has grown in size, 
stature, and excellence. Dr. 
Slonaker, more than any other 
dean, has strengthened the 
relationship between West 
Virginia University and 
Potomac State College.” 

In his prepared address to 
the faculty, Dr. Slonaker ex- 
pressed his deep feelings for 
the staff of Potomac State and 
for the people of the Keyser 
area. He noted that he and his 
wife, Marjory, would always 
consider the four and one-half 
years in Keyser among their 
best. 

Dr. Slonaker was honored by 
both students and staff prior to 
his departure. The Student 
Government feted him on Nov. 
12 with recognition at the af- 
ternoon football gqme and a 
banquet that evening. 

Members of the ad- 
ministration, faculty, clerical 
and maintenance staffs 
presented him gifts at the 
annual Dean’s Christmas 
Reception on Dec. 11. Included 
were a CB radio, a copy of 
^^The Patton Papers,” and a 
gift certificate from Grayson’s 
Sporting Goods Shop. The 
Visiting Committee gave him a 
framed Don Whitlatch nature 
portrait. 

Dr. Slonaker holds a 
bachelor’s degree from 
Shepherd College, a master’s 
from WVU, and a doctorate in 
history from the University of 
Virginia. He saw service in 
France during World War II 
and received a battlefield 
commission.

Dr. James L. McBee, Jr., a 
native of Philippi, W.Va., has 
been named Executive Dean 
and Professor of Agriculture at 
Potomac State College of West 
Virginia University effective 
August 1.

Former Alumni President , Friend 
Of College, Ralph Bean , Dies . 


Ralph J. Bean, 65, well- 
known Moorefield attorney and 
businessman and former 
president of the Potomac State 
College Alumni Association, 
died June 7 in the West Virginia 
University Medical Center at 
Morgantown following a brief 
illness. 

Atty. Bean, who served as 
president of the Alumni from 
1944-45 was again elected to the 
office from 1956-58. He served 
on the college advisory board 
formed in 1972 and had beei* a 
member and former president 
of the WVU Board of Gover- 
nors, which controlled Potomac 
State. 

During his distinguished 
career in the West Virginia 
Senate, he served as president 
of that body at the 1953, 1955, 
1957, and 1959 sessions, and 
from 1970-73 was active in 
spearheading the drive to keep 
Potomac State a part of WVU. 
He was also instrumental in 
supporting the allocation of 
funds for several campus 
buildings, including the Mary 
F. Shipper Library. 

In ceremonies held during 
the 1975 Homecoming he was 
presented the Distinguished 
Service Award by the Alumni 
Association. 

Born in Moorefield on Dec. 


12, 1912, he was the son of M.A. 
Bean and Kate (Hedrick) Bean. 

Surviving are his widow 
Carrie (Muntzing) Bean; four 
sons: R.J. Bean Jr., 

Bridgeport; Oscar M. Bean, 

Moorefield; Dr. Howard Bean, 
Winchester, and William H. 
Moore, Moorefield; one 

daughter, Ida Kay Webster, 
Moorefield, and one brother, 
Oscar H. Bean, Moorefield. 
Also surviving are nine 

grandchildren. 

Mr. Bean was a member of 
the Duffy Memorial United 
Methodist Church, Lions Club, 
Masonic Lodge 29 AF&AM and 
the Shriners. 

A graduate of Moorefield 
High School and Potomac State 
College, Mr. Bean received his 
bachelors degree from WVU 
and graduated from the College 
of Law in 1936. He served as 
prosecuting attorney in Hardy 
County from 1937 until 1945. He 
was the senior partner in the 
law firm of Bean and Bean. 

At the time of his death, he 
was president of the South 
Brancn Valley National Bank, 
the M.A. Bean Oil Company 
and the Hardy County 
Historical Society. He was vice- 
president of the M.A. Bean 
Motor Company.

The Potomac State College 
Catamount athletic teams 
completed one of their most 
successful years in the history 
of the college. Following is a 
wrapup of each of the in- 
tercollegiate sports during the 
past year. 

FOOTBALL 

The Catamounts completed 
the ‘77 football season with a 
record of four wins and five 
losses under Coach Cecil R. 
Perkins, ‘52. 

After being routed by Nassau 
and Chowan, the Cats trimmed 
Wesley (Dover, Del.) College 
27-6. State then stopped the U. 
of Pittsburgh JV’s 18-6, 
avenging a loss from the year 
before. 

Montgomery (Md.) Junior 
College upset the Catamounts 
10-3, although our defense 
allowed less than 50 yards 
offense. 

Coastal conference champion 
and third-ranked Ferrum (VA) 
Junior College won over the 
Cats in the final stanza 14-0. 

Coach Perkins, in his seventh 
season, delighted a large 
Homecoming crowd with a 26-0 
crushing of the Community 
College of Baltimore. 

The Cats evened their record 
at 4-4 the next week, clobbering 
Hudson Valley, 40-6. In a game 
decided by field goals, State 
lost to Lees-McRae (NC) 20-14 
to close out the season. 

Seven PSC players par- 
ticipated in the Conference 
North-South All-Star game in 
Norfolk, Va., in November.

Indiana, Basketball Classic, to 
defeat two top-ranked teams, 
Vincennes and Pensacola, Fla. 

The Catamounts continued 
their streak with victories in 
the New York City area over 
Mercer and Farmingdale 
junior colleges. These wins 
earned the team the No. 9 spot 
in national rankings. 

Coach Moran held the sixth 
best defense in the nation, 
allowing a mere 59.8 points per 
game to the opposition. 

The only losses at home came 
against the Community College 
of Allegheny Co., Pittsburgh, 
and Allegany Community 
College in Cumberland. 

While playing 18 games on 
the road, the Cats lost twice 
during regular season, once to 
Westerchester CC to New York 
and the Community College of 
Baltimore. 

The Cats were runners-up in 
Region XX this year, losing to 
Baltimore 75-71 in the finals. 
Last year they went to the 
national finals in Kansas. 

WOMEN’S BASKETBALL 

The Lady Cats completed 
their second season under 


Coach Sandra Elmore with a 
record of four wins and 13 
losses. Coach Elmore noted 
that the team competed against 
the toughest schedule in Region 
XX. 

Four members of the team 
averaged in double figures, and 
Thea Garland, ‘78, Piedmont, 
was named to the second All- 
Region XX team, the first Lady 
Cat to receive such an honor. 

Coach Elmore noted that 
although the girls did not have 
a winning season, they made a 
good showing for a team in 
existance only two years. 

BASEBALL 

Coach Jack Reynolds’ 
baseball team closed out the 
year with a record of 20 wins 
and seven losses. 

The team also set a record in 
baseball this year with 15 
consecutive wins in one season. 

The Cats went south during 
the last week in February for 
spring training in St. Peter- 
sburg, Fla., along with WVU’s 
baseball team. On their return 
doing the first week in March 
they lost two pre-season con- 
tests to Wingate, N.C. Other 
pre-season games this week 
were rained out. 


State’s diamond-men showed 
losses to only three teams this 
year in regular season play:

Going into the Region XX 
tournament held at Prince 
Georges Community College in 
May, the Catamounts were 
ranked fourth in the con- 
ference.

VOLLEYBALL 

Last fall the college ex- 
panded its athletic program for 
women with the addition of an 
intercollegiate volleyball team, 
coached by Miss Margaret 
Quinn, Keyser, ‘72.
